














@ James Bond celebrates 25 years as 
British secret agent 007 in a spectacular 
hour of television Wednesday at 8.30pm 
on Channel 0, followed by his first movie 
Dr No. Gratuitous sex and violence seem 
all too harmless when they involve Con- 
nery, Moore, Lazenby and now Dalton, 
writes MEREDITH CHAPLIN. 





There is no reason why Mr 
Bond should have made it 
through 25 years as the world’s 


most glamorous gentleman spy. 
From his first encounter with deadly, 
Dr No to the latest exotic adventures in 
The Living Daylights, Bond has been 
shot at by snipers, snapped at by cro- 
codiles, lasered by Goldfinger, aimed at 
by Odd Job, crept on by tarantulas and 
deceived by a host of lovely women. 
But in the field of invincible heroes

(not to mention womanisers and oppor- 
tunists) there is nobody with the luck of 
the martini-shaking charmer. : 

For 25 years, fans of lan Fleming’s 
screen smoothie have relied on his abii- 
ity not only to get away, but get the 
girl, get the baddies and get the funni- 
est lines in every film. 

Now comes this marvellous one-hour 
opportunity to live it all again. 

Hosted by Bond number two, super- 
smooth Roger Moore, the special looks 
at the style of all four 007s — the origi- 
nal, Sean Connery; Moore; the Aussie, 
George Lazenby; and the latest, British 
actor Timothy Dalton. 

With a glass of Chateau la Tour ’62 in 
his perfectly manicured hand, Moore 
takes us from the year it all began to 
the Bond of the future. 

Begin with Ursula Andress, walking 
up a beach with that knife strapped to

a perfect, brown hip. Next in the 
parade is Daniela Biancha as Tati- 
ana Romanova in From Russia 
With Love, followed by Honor 
Blackman as man-hurling Pussy 
Galore. 

Then there is Claudine Auger 
(Domino in Thunderball) Mie Hama 
(Kissy Suzuki, You Only Live 
Twice) Barbara Carrera (Fatima, 
Never Say Never Again) and gor- 
geous Mrs Ringo Starr, Barbara 
Bach (The Spy Who Loved Me). 

The villains are there, too. There 
_is Gert Frobe in Goldfinger, Donald 


Sean Connery and Ursula 
Andress in Dr No. 


Pleasance (You Only Live Twice), 
Louis Jourdan (Octopussy) Chris- 
topher Walken (A View To A Kill) 
and more. 

Dumb sidekicks like Odd Job, 
Jaws and others are once again 
evil but doomed, and the works of 
Q, creator of killer accessories, as 
deadly as ever — ejector seats, ex- 
ploding briefcases, cigarette pis- 
tols and cyanide coated darts. 

Far and away the best moments 
in the special, however, are in the 
stunts — in which Cubby Broccoli’s 
007 movies are world champions. 

But the greatest stunt, the 
breathtaking ski jump sequence off 
the side of a Swiss mountain from 
A View To A Kill proves once and 
for all that when it comes to spec- 
tacle, nobody does it better.
